No time is lost in feeding during the cutting operation, 
therefore these Beaver cutters are a rapid method of 
cutting pipe. Beaver knives are practically unbreak- 
able.

The No. 70 Series of Beaver Adjustable Die Stocks are 
adapted to use with Power Drives because the dies may 
be quickly thrown open after the thread is cut, thus sav- 


ing backing off by hand. 


Each tool threads several different sizes of pipe with- 
out changing dies or bushings—or, left hand threads 
may be cut in the same tool by inserting left hand dies. 
Wide dies are used. 


The Die Adjusting Cam is beneath the dies, thus 


eliminating any and all obstruction above and around the ~ 


dies, and the full width of the dies is openly exposed 
above the body of the tool for the free application of 
oil directly onto the dies. And, due to the open con- 
struction, chips fall out and away from the dies instead 
of accumulating within the stock. 


The 3-jaw universal chuck guickly and accurately 
centers all sizes of pipe. No locking is necessary. 
_ Note the first illustration at the top. “A” is a project- 
ing section of the Die Cam which is a part of the lock- 
ing device and also serves as an adjusting handle. 


The lever ““B” clamps the Die Cam (section A) firmly, 
but, as an added means to absolutely insure against 
slipping section ‘‘A’’ is tapered—wedge shaped. Thus 
the lock is positive, yet quickly and easily adjusted. 

““C” is a lever with crank action. Turning this lever 
to the left opens the dies sufficiently to clear the pipe, 
and saves the time of backing off over the finished thread. 


Turning this lever back again closes the dies in exactly: 


duplicating the previously cut thread.
